If the matter be light and yain, we muſt not ſwear at all; if ſo weighty, that we may lawfully ſwear as before 
a Magiſtrate, being called ro it, then we muſt onely uſe the glorious Name of our God in a holy and religious. 
manner, as you may ſee, Dem.6.13. Tſai 7 23. & 65. 16. Ioſb. 23. 7. Ier. 5. 7. Exod. 23. 13. And the reaſons of it are 
weighty, if we look into them; for in — by any Creature whatſoever, we do invocate that Creature, 
and aſcribe to it divine worſkip ; a lawiull Oath being a kinde of Invocation, and a part of Gods worſhip ; Yea, 
whatſoever we ſwear by. tharwe invocate, both as our witneſſe, ſuretie, and judge, Hebr. 6. 16 and by conſequence 
deifie it, by aſcribing and communicating unto it Gods incommunicable Attributes, as his Omnipreſence, and
